Mr. Uren, Oakland's first -speaker, de- 
livered his debate in an open, straight- 
forward manner, and in a very convinc- 
ing voice.- His points were CD the su- 
periority of Nicaragua to Panama for rha 
construction of a canal; (2) that 
tho 
United States, in recognizing Panama, 
violated the treaty of 1S46 with Colombia. 
In the course of his debate he reviewed 
the Spooner Act. 
Mr. Welle, leader and second speaker 
for the affirmative, then pointed out that 
it would be impossible to maintain the 
Panama canal if we fought it out with 
Pana.ma, and that we would be compelled 
to have that party on our side. He also 
endeavored to show that the topography ot 
Panama was better for a canal than was 
that of Nicaragua. He was 
oratorical 
and very convincing. 
Mr. Macdonald then 
endeavored 
to 
prove that the actions of the 
United 
States were wrong, because by our pre- 
mature recognition of Panama, we ex- 
cited the suspicion of foreign power* that 
we were concerned in the Panama re- 
bellion, and that our early recognition 
of Panama was a violation of. interna- 
tional law. His argument was 
strong, 
and his delivery in rather a low, though 
sure-of-his-points, voice. 
Mr. Scurlock, for the afflrmativn. then 
presented his debate in good style. He 
argued that Panama was Justified in Its 
revolt because of the tyranny, anarchy 
and despotism of Colombia, and there- 
fore the United States should have help- 
ed Panama in throwing off the yoke of 
Colombia. 
Mr. Clark,, leader and last speaker for 
Oakland, commenced with rebuttals In a 
rather uncertain voice, but when he came 
to his prepared debate, he went to It in 
fine style. He first gave a good review 
of the arguments of both aides, and then 
pointed out that the United States should

his -colleagues by the circulation of the forged Morey letter which turned the 
anti-Chinese sentiment in this State against Garfleld.

A Tribute to American Railway Management 


It Is so often that American ralhsiy management disparaged at home and 


unfavorably contrasted with railway management abroad that It is refresh- 
ing: to find a foreign expert of unquestioned capacity and experience accord- 
Ing flrat place to American nilways und American railroad men. Mr. Neville 
Priestly, Under Secretary to the government of India, Railways Department, 
has recently made an official investigation of American railways for the 
guidance of the British government. I n his report he saysi 


"Railways In America aie comnvTcial undertakings on a gigantic scale, 


and are operated under conditions which are to be found nowhere else in the 
world, since they receive no protection from the State, and have had to Up-lit 
their way to the front by shf-er abilit- of management 


"The one idea in the mind of American railway men is to get there, and 


they do get there by the shortest and quickest way. They carry their good" 
traffic profitably at extraordinary low rates, although they pay more for their 
labor than any other country ' 


This is a high tribute, coming as it does from a high official of a country 


that holds first place in Europe in point of railway service. 
In the United 


State* the luxuries and conviniences of railway carriage have been combined 
with the lowest cost of any country on the globe. Nowhere else has the trans- 
fer, shipment and forwarding of freight been reduced to such a system, and no- 
where else are the men employed In the railway service aa well paid. Our rail- 
roadg are open to some criticism, but the fact remains that they give us the
